Now Firſt from Inſefs. 


R. PERRAULT in his Mechaniſm of Anim! 

(which is the moſt curious treatiſe of all his Phyfca 
Eſſays) ſays, that bees, common flies, and many other in- 
ſets, which have not only the uſe of ſmelling, but alſo ſee. 
ing and hearing ; yet have nothing but one univerſal ſenſe, 
which is a very delicate touch; for it being impoſſible tha 
all the objects of the different ſenſes ſhould be known, wich- 
out ſome particular motion, which may render them ſenſible, 
methinks, (ſays this learned naturaliſt) that thoſe inſects, 
which are very ſmall, need have thoſe particles, which form 
the organ of their ſenſes, much ſmaller, whence the organ is 
more eaſily ſhaken by the motion of the objects, let it be 
ever ſo gentle or ſlight; and much otherwile than in great 
animals where the organ of touching cannot be ſhaken with. 
out ſome conſiderable motions, 

The ancients, who tried many experiments, and mace 
many obſervations on bees, and every thing that belongs to 
them, could never believe that they heard the ſound of the 
braſs, though they followed it; ſuppoſing then, that the it- 
ſeas have a very fine delicate touch, perhaps that may be 
equivalent to the organ of hearing in other animals; that1s 
to (ay, that the ſnaking of the air, which is not perceived of 
the touch of great animals, is proportioned to that of inlets; 
ſo that, to explain what appears to us of the ſenſe of thel 
ſmall creatures, we may lay that if the exhalation or vapour 
which ariſes from a dead beaſt, or from honey, or ſugar it 
a box, is capable of touching a fly, or an ant, at ſo gre 
a dillance; it is alſo the vapour which comes from the han 
which draws: the fly thither. From whence I conclude, thal 
the coldneſs ard moiſtere of the air affects theſe little i. 
ſes in ſuch a manner, as to admoniſh them to retire e 
ſhelter, and, by this means, they predict rain.

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Signs of Rain from Men. 


VEN in men, achs, wounds, and corns are more 

troubleſome either towards rain, or towards froſt ; for 
the one makes the humours of the body to abound more, 
and the other makes them ſharper ; both of which extremes 
bring the gout. The very body of all animals and vege- 
tables is (as it were) a contexture of hygrometers, barome- 
ters, and thermometers ; for the humours with which the 
organiſed bodies are repleniſhed, increaſe or decreaſe accord- 
ing to the different diſpoſitions of the air, 

A late ingenious author (Mr. Handley, in his Mechanical 
Ellays on the Animal CEconomy, p. 454, &c.) ſays, all the 
changes that happen, either by heat, or cold, to fermenting 
liquors, are cauſed by the alteration of either the [gravity or 
ſpring of the air; and it is for the ſame reaſon, that ſome 
people, by their pains and achs, are ſo often weather-wile : 
Their blood being more rarified againſt wet weather, or high 
winds, will more forcibly preſs the ſenſible membranes, 
whereby pains will be felt, which they felt not before. 

If the air be too hot, eſpecially if moiſt withal, it diſpoſes 
the body to malignant fevers; and if the heat be exceſſive, 
(though without moiſture) it produces diary fevers, and, what 
the ancients called putrid perſpiration being too great, the 
2 muſt remain viſcid and dry, and ſo unfit for circu- 
ation. 

The air being filled with vapours, its elaſticity is weaken 
ed, the fibres of the body are relaxed, and the pores obſtrue- 
ted; which will make the blood apt to diſpoſe a ſlimy lentor 
on the ſides of Capillary arteries and orifices of the glands, 
which will be apt to produce agues, and more eſpecially if 
cold be added to the moiſture of the air; for cold binds up 
and makes the blood more compact, whereby its motion be- 


comes ſlower, and its viſcidity greater, and ſo produces the 
diſtemper. 


Signs of Rain from ſolid Bodies. 
TONES (eſpecially marble) when they ſweat (or ra- 
ther ſeem to ſweat) and boxes and doors (eſpecially 


deal) and pegs of wood when they draw and wind as are 
igns 
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figns of wet weather, though the former be but from an 
outward cauſe, for that the ſtones are ſo hard and folig 23 
not to admit the moiſture of the air, and therefore it only 
lies upon the ſuperficies of the ſtones ; the latter is an in. 
ward {welling of the body of the wood itſelf, cauſed by the 
admiſſion of the air through its pores. For the air, preſin 
upon the aqueous particles floating in it, forces them into 
the ſlender tubes of the wood, where they meet with ng 
reſiſtance, the particles of air being too large to enter the 
ſame ; from whence it appears that the component particle; 
of water are leſs than thoſe of air. 

Mr. Ozanam ſays, that the moiſt vapours do readily infiny. 
ate into wood, eſpecially that which is light and dry, as being 
extremely porous, inſomuch that they are ſometimes made 
uſe of for dilating and breaking the hardeſt bodies, particy. 
larly mill-ſtones. For, when a rock is cut into a cylinder, 
they divide that into ſeveral leſſer cylinders, by making ſeve. 
ral holes round the great cylinder, at diſtances proportional 
to the deſigned thickneſs of the mill flones, and filling them 


with as many pieces of ſallow wood dried in an oven; for, bf 
when wet weather comes, theſe wedges or pieces of wood * 
are ſo impregnated with the moiſt corpuſcula of the air, that * 


they ſwell and break, or ſeparate the cylindrical rock int 

ſeveral mill ſtones. ma 
The hardeſt and moſt ſolid wood will ſwell by the moiſture 

of the air, as appears by the difficulty of ſhutting our Coors 


and windows in wet weather. 15 

The humidity of the air inſinuates itſelf, not only into the * 
wood, but likewiſe into the hardeſt bodies, which are not ho 
deftitute of pores, and eſpecially into the light bodies which Fo 
take up a great ſpace. And hence it is, that Mr. Paſchal, 4 


(in his treatiſe of the Equilibrium of Liquors) ſays, that if 
pair of ſcales continues in zquilibrio, when loaded with two bir 
Equal weights, one of which is of a more voluminous ſub- 
ſtance than the other, as cotton, or any body of a leſſer ſpe- 
Cific gravity, the balance will depart from its equilibrium, Vf 
and incline to that more voluminous weight, when the ar 
is condenſed with vapours. For the watery particles with 
which the air is loaded, will infinuate themſelves more fes 4 
dily into this, than into the other weight, which, being lels 


voluminous, mult needs have leſſer pores. Fe 
3 
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But, of all the bodies that are apt to imbibe the moiſture of 
he air, I know of none more ſuch, than the ſalt of any 
dot plant or ſaltpetre well calcined, which, upon the leaſt 
moiſture of the air, melts readily into water, ſo as to weigh 
three or four times as much as before. For this is the com- 
mon quality of almoſt all ſalts, that they are eaſily impreg- 
nated with the bodies contained in the air, and accordingly, 
when the ſalt at a table is moiſter than ordinary, we take it 
for a certain ſign of approaching rain, as denoting that the 
ir is loaded with moiſt vapours which will quickly diſſolve 
into rain. 


Signs of Rain from Lakes. 


T Penford in Staffordſhire, is a lake that foretels rain; 
though it be a ſtanding lake, yet it is ſeldom dry and 
tolerably clear in ſettled fair weather; only againſt rain it 
becomes troubled, riſing full of bubbles, and in a little time 
thickening at the top into a yellow ſcum, which preſently, 
25 it rains, vaniſhes away, and the water recovers again 1ts 
former colour and clearneſs. All which has frequently been 
obſerved, and found to be true by the worthy Mr. Fowler, 
an inhabitant of that place, who freely confeſſed, that he 
had often been admoniſhed by it, in time of harveſt, to fetch 
in his corn, and, at other times, made the ſame uſe of it as 
we do of weather-glafſes, or other hygroſcopes. The yellow 
ſcum on the ſuperhcies of the water can be nothing elſe in 
my opinion than ſulphureous vapours, whole aſcent, being 
hindered by the preſſure of the watery atmoſphere, at thoſe 
times cauſes that ebullitioa and fermentation on the top of 
the water, which afterwards thickens into that yellow ſcum. 
For the water of all lakes is more or leſs impregnated with 
a crude ſulphur, occaſioned by its ſtagnation, which muſt 
needs emit contagious vapours, inſomuch that ſometimes 
birds 2 been ſuſſocated by them in endeavouring to fly 
over them. 


Sens of wet or fair Weather, from the Diſpo- 
fition of the Atmoſphere. 
4 Wd. revd. and ingenious Mr. Saul (in his Hiſfory and 


Philsſophical Account of the Barometer) ſays, that ſo long 
as 
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as the air continues heavy (being either condenſed, or tc, 
cumulated in quantity) the vapours will be ſuſtained, and 
the weather hold fair ; but if the air, by any rarification or di. 
minution of its quantity, turns lighter, vapours, which were 
before in æquilibrio with it, will preponderate, and, being 
beavier than the air in which they floated, will conſequently 
deſcend. In their deſcent, as they approach nearer to each 
other, and are continually checked by the reſiſtance of the 
air, they muſt be condenſed ; and this condenſation of the 
falling vapours will gradually increaſe, till they are com. 
preſſed and collected into ſmall particles or globuli of water; 
and theſe again, incorporating with others in their farther 
deſcent, are at laſt formed into bigger drops, and fall down 
in ſhowers of rain; and theſe ſhowers will be more or leſ⸗ 
violent, and the drops larger or ſmaller, in proportion to the 
uantity of the falling vapours, and the height from whence 
ey deſcend. 


Signs of Rain from the Planets and Stars: Fin 
| from the Sun. 


F the Sun at his riſing looks red and broader than uſual, * 
then many moiſt vapours are gathering from the ſea, ®

For, if he riſe unwilling to his race, 

Clouds on his brow and ſpots upon his face ; 
Or if through miſts he ſhoots his ſullen beams, 
Frugal of light, in looſe and ſtraggling ſtreams; by 
SuſpeQ a drilling day with ſouthern rain, 
Fatal to fruits and flocks, and promis'd grain.

When the Sur. riſes hollow (that is, ſomewhat obſcured by 
douds, or hid in the cavity of a cloud) it foretels rain; when 
the clouds look reddiſh before ſun-riſing, it foretels wind: 
But, if there be a mixture of black clouds with the red, it 
Fretels rain; when the rays of the Szz look red, either at 
is riſing or ſetting, it is a ſign of rain. 

It has likewiſe been obſerved by thoſe that have had 
Jong experience of the weather, that, if the Sun riſes with a 
bluiſh circle inclining to white, the air is groſs and con- 
denſed, and rain will ſoon follow. 

Or if the dan riſes pale, and the ſky is of a dusky red in the 
morning, an overcaſting will ſoon enſue, and rain quickly 
follow upon it, attended with whiſtling winds; if the clouds 
look red at ſun-riſe, there will be a very great tempeſt. And, 
ifthey hang and not move about (from whatever quarter they 
come) they portend the ſame again; if the Sar riſes in a 
miſty muddy colour, and diffuſes its rays paliſh cowards the 
north and ſouth, it denotes rain. So Pliny. 

If at ſun-riſing the clouds are diſperſed northward and 
ſouthward, though the Sun ſhines-never ſo clear, there wlll 
be rain and wind. | 

And, as for the ſun-ſetting, it has been obſerved by Mr, 
Ozanam, that, if it ſets under a thick cloud, there will be rain 
the next day; or, if it rains immediately, there will be a 
great deal of wind next day, which is almoſt the conſtant 
conſequence of a pale ſetting Sur. 

When the Sam is involved with clouds, the darker it is, 
the more tempeſtuous it will be: But, if the Sun ſeems to be 
divided, the ſtorm will ſtill be the more violent. 

If the Sun, at his firſt riſing, has his rays protracted a 
1 way through clouds, and his face obſcure, it is a ſign 
of rain. 

If the rays of the dun are diſcovered before he riſes him- 
{elf, it is a ſign of rain and wind both. 

If a white iris be diſcovered round about the ſetting Sun, 
it is a ſign of a ſmall tempeſt that night: If he be ſurrounded 
by a little cloud or miſt, then expect a vehement tempeſt ; 
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# but if he be ſurrounded by a black circle, from what quarts
